Richard Buckminster Fuller, 
(1895-1983) was not just the 
architect and engineer known to 
all Montrealers by his Geodesic 
Dome on lle Ste. Helene. He was 
aman of learning, of hope, of 
vision. The Dome is merely one 
example of Fuller’s Dymaxion 
Principle. He was fundamentally 
concerned with the geometrical 
structure of thinking, with 
metaphor, holism, human inter- 
relationships, awareness and 
mystery. Small groups will be 
discussing Fuller’s ideas on 
mandala, beauty in art and 
nature, world poverty, holism, 
immanence and transcendence, 
considering their relevance to 
our future and our personal 
selves.
